CALGARY TAKES THE LEAD 

One of the minor but locally interesting 
developments in this time of transition is that 
the political headquarters of Alberta has 
shifted from Edmcnton to Calgary. Time was 
when this city supplied Alberta with its ranking 
chiefs in both the provincial and federal fields. 
Now one Calgarian Premier of the 
province, and another is Premier of the Do- 
minion. The best Edmonton can do at the mo- 
ment is provide leaders for the two opposition 


groups in the legislature; ana the rest of the 
province has not done very much in the way 
of supplying groups for them to lead. 

Of course no Edmonton man in either field 
ever did produce so peculiarly distinctive a 
program as Mr. Aberhart, or so distinctively 
peculiar a policy as Mr. Bennett. Perhaps that 
explains why the honors have gone to the 
southern city. If so, Edimonton has no cause to 
complain. There just isn't any way of out-bid- 
ding an offer of $25 or $75 to every voter, as 
in 1930 there wasn't any way of out-promising 
Mr. Bennett. 

If these are the political methods which have 
to be employed to win, it is rather to be feared 
Edmonton's chances of recapturing the laurels 
are not good; for nobody could raise the ante 
faster than Mr. Aberhart, and there isn’t any 
use trying to out-promise Mr. Bennett. 

In any case there is no reason why the 
green-eyed monster should bother the people of 
Edmonton. It is only fair that Caigary should 
have its turn as the home town of our political 
head-men. And if the latest champion it has 
produced can give us $25 each or $75 each every 
month without collecting it back, that will be 
unimaginably fine; though the way his fellow- 
townsman has short-changed everybody on the 
promises of 1930 necessarily invites a measure 
of mental reservation on the subject.

Apparently the only objection advanced 
against giving the province a lease on the aban- 
doned railway grade needed as part of the 
Jasper highway is that the rights of the bond- 
holders of the National Railways might be 
affected.

Lega] rights may of course exist, and must 
be recognized, even where no practical interests 
are involved.

From what a young man in a beer parler 
in Edson told me a few days ago, we shall 
shortly have some significant announcements. 
According to his secret information—and he 
voted for Social Credit—the Bank of England 
has cabled Mr. Aberhart offering the premier- 
elect $100,000,000 free of interest to help make 
Socia! Credit a success in Alberta. In addi- 
tion, Henry Ford of Detroit has wired Mr. 
Aberhart offering to lay the Ford fortune at 
his service, while multi-millionaire groups in 
Wall Street, New York, and in San Francisco, 
have offered to supply all needed funds on a 
2% per cent basis. 

An elevator boy gave me in confidence the 
names of two chartered banks with head 
offices in Toronto and Montreal that are vie- 
ing with each other for the honor of supply- 
ing the incoming Alberta government with 
all the money it needs to start paying the “basic 
dividends.” 

According to these confidential sources of 
information, the financial outlook is much 
improved. Confidence is the basis of credit, 
With confidence many difficulties have been 
swept away. 

People who asserted that Premier Aberhart 
proposes to establish a dictatorship, like Musso- 
lini, overlook one very important difference 
between the philosophies of the two men. 

Mr. Aberhart proposes to abolish savings; 
Mussolini is one of the savingest men in Europe. 

As Il Duce, Mussolini draws a salary of 
less than the majority of Alberta civil serv- 


ants. It approximates $100 a month. And yet 
he has managed to save out of that. 
An insight into Mussolini’s savings came 


with the recent marriage of his daughter, Edda 
to Count Galeazzo Ciano, when Papa Musso- 
lini presented his daughter with a dowry of 
5,000,000 lire ($410,000). As Mussolini has a 
large family and probably proposes to play 
fair with each of his children, he must have 
saved nearly all of his $100 a month salary 
while heading the government of Italy. He is 
the owner of Italy's leading daily newspaper. 

Premier Pierre Laval of France who is a 
lawyer by profession also did well by his 
daughter Jose when she was married recently 
to Count Rene de Chambrun. Her dowry was 
10,000,000 franes ($662,000) which was said to 
be 20 per cent of Papa Laval’s fortune. Being 
a lawyer in France must demand a capacity 
for self-denial. 

We shall not see such like affluence under 
Social Credit in Alberta. Savings are to be 
forbidden. We shail do well enough if we get 
our basic dividends, without amassing huge 
dowries to assist our daughters to marry titles. 


The death of Mr. Justice Avory in England 
has revived many stories about the “Sphinx of 
the Courts.” He had a record of having pre- 
sided over more murder trials and of having 
pronounced more death sentences, than any 
other contemporary British judge. Inflexible 
and stern, he had a reputation for rigid fair- 
ness.

‘The police, 
recognizing the similarity between the offences 
and those for which a man named John Smith 
had been convinced twenty years before, pro- 
duced evidence that Beck was John Smith.

We all realize the power of habit and one 
of the common proverbs states the power of 
habit in this way: “Habits are at first cobwebs; 
at last cables.” How true that statement is—at 
first a habit is as easily broken as a cobweb, 
later it has become stronger by constant repeti- 
tion, it becomes as binding as 


a stee) cable. 
After any action becomes 


a habit, it is undoubtedly 
true that the more often it is 
repeated, the stronger it 


grows. However, this does not 
mean that it can not be 
changed. Perhaps you have 
tried to break some particular 
habit in the past without 
success. This does not mean 
that it can not be broken

~-it only means that you did not go about 


it in the right way. You can change any habit 
which you find not good to one which is good. 
As a matter of fact, you have changed your 
habits many times in your lifetime; but you 
did not notice the change because it was not 
brought to your attention. As an illustration of 
2. way in which a habit is changed—before you 
bought a car, you had the habit of walking to 
the neighborhood grocery store. As soon as you 
bought your car, you wanted to drive it. Your 
pleasure in driving led you to take the car for 
errands to the corner grocery store. Within a 
week or two you had set aside your old habit of 
walking and put in its place, the habit of driv- 
ing. Did the break-up of the old habit of walk- 
ing take place after a mighty effort of will 
power? No, nothing of the sort happened. All 
that happened was that you developed a new 
desire: the desire to drive a car. This new desire 
led to the formation of a new habit, the habit 
of driving to the store. A similar process of 
your life, you have had many habits, some 
almost the opposite of each other. 

It is true that once a habit becomes fixed, 
we tend to run along in the habitual groove or 
habit path, and that habit will persist until 
changed through different circumstances, 
Habits are begun in the early training given a 
child, and your habitual way of dressing your- 
self, your eating habits, and, in fact, most of 
your habits are those which you learned early 
in life. When a man says that he has had a 
particular habit al! of his life, he is speaking the 
truth. He learned that habit early and it has 
stayed with him because nothing has occurred 
to change it. Early in life, you formed a certain 
set of habits, or a “habit pattern” and you grew 
up with this pattern. There is no part of your 
life which is not touched upon by habit. You 
have formed eating habits, emotional habiis, 
working habits and so on. 

The formation of habit and the action which 
results from habit, is supervised by the uncon- 
scious mind. The unconscious phase of your 
mind is the seat of all habit. This means that 
the unconscious takes over the work of carry- 
ing out habitual action, thus leaving the con- 
scious part of your mind, or the thinking, rea- 
soning, part, free for other work. Anything 
which you do over and over unconsciously with- 
out much conscious thinking on your part,: is 
done habitually. In this way, the formation of 
habit represents a short-cut or time-saver. You 
could compare the conscious mind to the boss 
who keeps his time free for important decisions, 
while the unconscious is the office boy who 
takes care of the routine tasks, which are done 
over and over day after day. Any skill which 
you have developed in any direction is built 
upon the basis of habit. Typing, playing the 
piano, driving a car, knitting, al] of these activ- 
ities are made easier for you by habit. One of 
the fundamental laws regarding habit forma- 
tion is this: It is easier to repeat any habitual 
action than it is to learn it the first time.
